REMARKS ON I COR. av. 24—28. 

“ Then cometh the end, whea he shall 
have /plivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father ; when he shall have put 
down all rale, and all authority and pow- 
er. For he must reign till he bath put all 
enemies under his feet. The last en- 
emy that shall be destroyed ts death. For 
he hath put all things under his feet. But 
when he saith, all things are put under 
him, it is manifest that he is excepted, 
which did put all things under him. And 
when all things shall be subdued unto hin, 
then shall the Son also himself be subject 
anto him, that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all.” 

The apostle Peter, while he bears an 
honorable testimony to the wisdom and pi- 
ety of ** his beloved brother Paul,”’ in- 
forms us, that in his epistles, “ are some 
things hard to be understood, which they 
that are unlearned and anstable, wrest, as 
they do also the other yt oe to their 
own destruction.”’ And if it were lawfal 
for us to hazard a conjecture, as to the 
particular passages to which Peter here 
refers, we might, perhaps, be justified in 
supposing, that our text is one. For itis 
certain, that it contains some things hard 
to be understood and eyually certain, 
that (amatheis kat asterektot) ‘‘the un- 
tenchable and unstable” have wrested it, 
as they have also the other scriptures, to 
their own destruction. While some have 
brought it forward, as furnishing an argu- 
ment against the divinity of Christ, others 
have adduced it to prove the final restora- 
tion of all the apostate, whether men or 
dngels, to holiness and happiness. I 
hope, however, in the course of the sub- 
sequent examination, to make it appear, 
that tne texi, vostead of affording any sup- 
port »f these tenecs, mulitates di- 
rectly against them both. The principal 
ideas which it contains, at least, so far as 
they involve any difficulty, may ve intro- 
duced and illustrated, by considering, |.

1, What is the kingdom, which Christ 
is here represented, as delivering up to 
the Father. In order to understand the 
text, & seems necessary, if possible, to 
form correct ideas of this kingdom. It is 
well known, that divines have called it the 
Mediatorial kingdom ; a phrase to which, 
L apprehend, defferent ideas are attached, 
by different persons. I have, indeed, no 
objection to the application of the epithet 
mediatorial, to this kingdom ; but | deem 
itnecessary to make a remark ur two, ex- 
planatory of the sense, in which I under- 
stand the phrase “ mediatorial kingdom.” 
Aad, 

1. This kingdom may be called media- 
torial, as it is the kingdom which Christ 
governs, as incarnate Mediator. Though, 
as “* God over all, blessed forever,’’ and 
one with the Father, he governed the 
world from the beginning ; yet it was not 
till after his resurrection, that he was, in 
his human nature, invested with universal 
dominion. When he arose triumphant 
from the dead, he “came and spake to 
his disciples, saying, All power is given 
unto me, in heaven and in earth,’’— 
Agreeably to this, the Apostle, reminding 
the Ephesians of the exceeding greatness 
of God's power, to them that believe, 
says, “ According to the working of his 
inighty power, which he wrought in 
Christ, when he raised him from the dead, 
and set him at his own right hand, in the 
heavenly places, far above all priacipali- 


was the Father that exalted Christ to the 
government of this kingdom, and hath put 
ull things under bis feet. Wecan, there- 
fore, need no further proof, that he gov- 
erns this kingdom, in his human nature, 
or as incarnate Mediator. 

2. This may be called the mediatorial 
kingdom, as in the government of it Christ 
will accomplish the designs of his media- 
tion, by applying to his chosen people, 
‘the redemption purchased by his blood.”’ 
The scriptures lead us to believe, that, in 
the covenant of redemption, a certain por- 
tion of mankind were given to Christ, to 
be by him redeemed, from sin and ruin, 
to perfect holiness and happiness. This 
portion of the human race is designated by 
a variety of phrasesin the Bible. They 
are called ‘the people of Christ, his 
seed, his children, the many and the migh- 
ty people.”’* To renew, justify, sanctify 
and glorify these, he was exalted to the 
head of the univere, and all creatures 
were put under his dominion. The holy 
angels were delivered to him, that he 
might employ them as ‘ ministering spir- 
its, to minister to them that should be 
heirs of salvation.” And wicked men 
and devils were subjected to his control, 
that he might restrain their rage and mal 

ice, and render them subservient to the 
sulvation of his chosen people. Agreea- 
bly to this, he himself, in a solemn address 
to the Father, says, ‘‘ Thon hast given 
him power over all flesh, that he should 
give eternal life to as many as thou hast giv- 
en.”” Here, then, the object, for which 
he was invested with universal dominion, 
is brought explicitly into view. It was 
the accomplishment of the glorious purpo- 
ses of redeeming love. It is manifest, 
therefore, that the kingdom, which he is 
represented as receiving from, and at last 
delivering upto, the Father, isin a par- 
ticular and special manner, the govern- 
ment of this lower worid, this revolted 
province of God's empire. 
includes all other creatures, $0 far aa they 
have any connection with the iwhab:tants 
of this world, and so far as their agency 
may he necessary for carrying into com- 


tion. This, then, leads me to consider, 

11. What he will accomplish before he 
delivers up the kingdom. Unquestiona- 
bly, he will carry into execution all the 
designs of his mediation. He has purcha- 
sed the world by his blood, and he has the 
immutable promise of the Father, thai 
‘he shall see of the travail of his soul, 
and be satisfied—shall have the heathen 
for his inheritance, and the uttermost 
parts of the earth for his possession.” In 
the government of this kingdom, there- 
fore, he willspread his gospel through 
the world, and render the cause of truth 
and righteousness triumphant over the 
cause of error and wickedness. He will 
gather into his fold every elect soul— 
will raise the dead—burn the world, and 
judge the righteousand the wicked.”” But 
it is of the destruction of his enemies, that 
we are, more particularly, led by the 
text, tospeak. We are assured, that be- 
fore he delivers up the kingdom, ‘he 
will pat down all principality, authority 
and power.”’ [tis scarcely necessary to 
remark, that these words are used meto- 
nymically, the abstract being put for the 
concrete, or principality, authority and 
power, for those that possess, and exercise 
them. Satan has usurped dominion over 
the children of men ; has set himself up 
as the god of this world, and as such, has 
received the blind homage and adoration 
of infatuated mortals. He and * his an- 
gels’’ have been incessantly employed in 
** blinding the minds of them, that believe 
not,”’ and laboring by every possible 
method, to frustrate the purposes of re-

tare occur, they invariably signify crush- 
ing an enemy by supertor force, and ¢i- 
vesting hun of all power. The way in 
which Christ will put his enemies under 
his feet, he himself describes, when he 
says, ‘1 will tread them in my fury, and 
trample them in mine anger.” And this 
he will do, in the most public manner, 
when, as the Supreme Judge, he will cal! 
them before his bar, and reward them for 
all their opposition to him and bis church. 
And when tley are tried, condemned, and 
sentenced to the prison of hell, they will 
be completely deprived of all rule, author- 
ity, and power, and rendered forever in- 
capable of making any further opposition 
to Christ and his people. 

We are further informed, inthe text, 
that ‘“‘ the jast enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed, is death ;”’ or as the words are 
in the original, ‘ the last enemy death is 
destroyed.”” But of what death does the 
Apostle here speak? Some have confi- 
dently asserted, that the second death is 
intended. Butthe only proof, which they 
have been able to produce of this asser- 
tion, is, ‘‘ the second death is infinitely 
more an enemy than the first.’’ This is 
doubtless true, as it respects the finally 
impenitent. It is not, however, of the 
enemies of wicked men, but of the ene 
mies of Christ and his people, that the 
Apostle is here speaking. Aud itis, by 
no means, admitted, that the second death. 
orjust punishment of the wicked, willbe 
an enemy, either to the glory of Christ, 
or the happiness of the righteous. To 
take this for granted, is an unwarrantable 
assumption of what ought to be proved. — 
That it is the death of the body, to which 
the Apostle here refers, will appear, uf 
we consider, in the first place, that 
throughout this chapter, he is speaking of 
the resurrection ; and of course, the death 
which he has in view, is, no doubt. that, 
the destruction of which will be a neces- 
ry consequence of the resurrection. When | 
the living are changed, and the dead re 
ed, immortal and tmcorruptible, both the 
dominion and existence oi Coimporal death 
will be destroyed, or as the apostle ex- 
presses if, inthe context, ** death will be 
swallowed up in victory,”’ 

In the second place, to suppose that the 
apostle has reference tothe second death, 
is to set the scriptures at variance with it- 
self. For the time, when Christ will de- 
stroy ‘the last enemy death,’ will be ai 
the end of the world, or will be shown in 
the sequel. But we leara from other parts 
of the sacred volume, that the second 
death will be in existence after the day of 
Judgment. For, in the twentieth chap. 
ter of Revelation, St. John, having rep- 
resented the dead as being judged out of 
the books, according to their works, in- 
forms us, that, *‘ whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life, was cast into 
the lake of fire ,”’ which, in the preceding 
verse, he had called the second death. — 
And in the next chapter, referring to the 
same event, he says, ‘* But the fearful and 
unbelieving, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers and sorcerers, 
and all liars shall have their part, in the 
lake that burneth with fire and brimstone ; 
which is the second death.’ It is from 
hence, as well as from other parts of the 
Bible, andeniably evident, that the second 
death will be in existence, after the res- 
urrection and general judgment. If, then, 
we would not make the apostle, in the 
text, contradict the general tenor of scrip- 
tare, we are compelled to understand him 
as here speaking of the death of the body. 
But admitting this, it may be enquired, In 
what sense can the death of the body be 
said to be the last enemy? In attending 
to this question, it will be necessary to 
keep in view, that the spostle is here 
speaking of the enemies of Christ and his

5. She holds, that persons may be 
lawfully baptized when they are asleep, 
and does actually pretend to baptize in- 
fants when they are asleep ; which we 
think verily must necds be a very great 
error, both in faith and practice. 

6. She believes, holds, and maintains, 
that crossing or sprinkling is a lawful way 
of baptizing, when, indeed, it is no bapti- 
zing at all; insomuch as those that use 
that mode dare not speak as they act, | 
aprinkle thee in the name, &c. their con- 
science bearing them witness, that the sa- 
cred act of baptizing in the name, &c. 
cannot be expressed by the word sprink- 
ling. They, therefore, believing what 
they know is not true in this matter, must 
needs err in faith, as well as in their prac- 
tice. And this error has, in a manner, 
destroyed the way of baptizing used by 
John the Baptist, Christ and his apostles. 
7. Thus, though we grant, that the 
church of England is no less zealous for 
the doctrine of baptism than ourselves, 
yet it is apparent to us, that she has acci- 


ney I had, and my late wife’s wedding 
ring, which I begged for in vain, one of 
them asked his companion for a cord to tie 
us together in the middle room of the 
house.

Im- 
mediately the servant woman found such 
mncommon courage and strength, that she 
rushed bythe robbers, flew out of the 
door, and ran into a lane towards a farm- 
house, crying, ‘murder, murder! fire, 
fire!’ Upon which the men instantly left 
me, and followed her, but being confound. 
ed, they took the Gravesend road ; and the 
cries of the servant alarmed the people in 
the farmer’s house, who came toour help, 
armed with pitchforks and other weapons. 
We pursued the ruffians to Gravesend 
and in searching the tide’s house, where 
passengers wait for the return of the boat, 
we found one of the thieves with some of 
my property in his possession. We took 
him before a magistrate, who committed 
him for trial, and bound me over to prose- 
cute. At the assizes at Maidstone, the 
robber was found guilty, and executed.— 
While he was under sentence of death, he 
confessed that it was the intention of him- 
self and his companion, to set the house 
on fire, and burn us in it, that we might not 
tell tales. When I related my simple sto- 
ty tothe Judge and Jury. how I prayed, 
and how my God heard and answered me, 
they seemed all affected.” 
The preceding narrative I have given 
in the words of my friend, as nearly as I 
can recollect them ; hoping, if itis worth 
a place in the Magazine, it will encourage 
many to call upon the name of the Loré in 
the day of adversity.
